The .Inker Was Prepared After Six 
Leading Railroad President* 
Had a Conference With 
President 


Washington, 
March 
29.— Will 
President Taft insist upon the reten­ 
tion, in his railroad regulation bill, 
of the provision which will have the 
alleged effect of legalizing the South- 
ern-Union Pacific merger. 
If the president is unwilling to 
have this so-called “joker” striken 
from the bill its passage is regarded 
as doubtful. The provision referred 
to 
has been 
eliminated 
from 
the 
house bill, whicl^ action on the part 
of the interstate and foreign com­ 
merce committee was in Itself an ad­ 
mission of the undesirability of the 
clause. 
Senator Nelson, of Minnesota, has 
come to the aid of Senators Cum­ 
mins and Clapp and other insurgents 
who condemn the “Joker.” 
“If we pass Section 12,” declared 
Senator Nelson, referring to the sec­ 
tion which contains the proviso con­ 
cerning mergers, “it will be utter 
folly for the government to carry 
on its suit against the Southern Pa- 
cifle-I'nion Pacific merger, because, 
if the government should 
succeed 
in that suit, the company could go 
on, after the suit was over, under 
this law and do whaf* 
charged 
with doing in the suit now. So,«in my 
mind, if we adopt Section 12 as it 
is in the hill, it will be all folly to 
carry on that prosecution which has 
been pending for two years against 
the Union Pacific m erger.” 
During Senator Cummins’ speech 
o nthe bill the question was raised 
as to the source of the particular 
provision. “I should like to know,” 
said Senator Borah, “what lawyer 
has put his sanction upon this as a 
legal proposition?” 
The question was answered by the 
introduction of a portion of the pres­ 
ident’s message of January 
7, 
in 
which 'President Taft stated that “by 
my direction the attorney general 
has drafted a bill to carry out these 
recommendations, which will be film 
ished upon requiest t<f the appropri­ 
ate committee whenever it may be 
desired.” 
The fact that 
Attorney 
General 
W ickerham framed the bill places 
him in the position o^ having drawn 
a measure which, in the event of its 
becoming a law, would legalize a 
transaction which he is fighting in 
the courts as being unlawful. 
The “joker was prepared after the 
six leading railroad presidents had 
a conference 
with 
President Taft. 
The press association reports that 
the railroad men pleaded with the 
president to drop the suit against 
the merger, but that Mr. Taft, after 
listening very attentively to their ar­ 
guments, turned a deaf ear to the 
entreaties of his visitors, thus show­ 
ing that he could be firm once he 
made up his mind. 
A still more rem arkable feature of 
the situation is that ex-Judge * Lov­ 
ett, president of the Union Pacific, 
who has taken the place of E. H. 
Harriman of railroad 
fame, knew 
long ago in advance of the public 
what the Taft bill would provide, 
and gave orders that sufficient stock 
of the Southern Pacific be purchased 
to give* control of the road to the 
Union Pacific.
